A Bill further to amend the Salary, Allowances and Pension of Members 

of Parliament Act, 1954. 

Be it enacted by Parliameni in ihc Forty sixiU Year of ilio Republic 
of India as follows:— 

Short 

1. This Act may be called the Salary, Allowa'nccK and Pension of title, 
membei'a of Parliament (Second Ainendmem) Act, 1995, 

2. In section 3 of the SaJaiy, Allowances and Pension of Meinbers of 
Parliament Act, 1954 (hereinafter referred to as ilie piincipal Act), after Ecction 
the proviso, the following proviso shpll be inserted,, namely 

“Provided liuther that u inettibci', who has not signed the register, shall 
also be entitled to the aforesaid, allowances if he has participated In the 
proceedings of the Home and Ids not signing the register is condoned by the 
Chalmuin of the Connell of States or the Speaker of the House of the 
People, as the case may be.". 

3. For section 3 of the principal Act, the follotving section ahall be 
substituted, namely:—

“8. A member shall be entitled to such constituency allowance, 
secretarial allowance and to such medical facilities for himself and for 
members of his family and to such housing, telcttlione, postage stamp, water, 
electricity facilities or sucii amount in cash in lieu of all or any of such 
facilities, as may be prescribed by rules under section 9.”. 

Jn setdion 8A of ihe principal Aci,— 

(0 sub-section. (lA) shall he renumbered as sub-section (lAB) 
and before siib-secfion (lAB) as so renumbered, the following sub¬ 
section shall be inserted,, namely: — 

“(lA) With effect from flie commencement of the Salary, Allowances 
and Pension of Members of parliament (Second Amendment) Act, 1995, 
t^crc shall be paid a pension at tb.c rate of rupees three hundred and 
fifty per mensem for each completed year to every person who has served 
at least for two years or more but less than four years,— 

( 7 ) as a member of the Council of States; or 

(ii) as a member of the House of tlie people; or 

{Hi) partly as a member of tlie Council of States and partly as a 

member of the House of the People. 

Explanation .-—lor the purposes of this sub-section, where any person, 
jwho has served as aforesaid ^or a period exceeding six months, shall bo 
deemed to have served for one complete year.”; 

(ii) in sub-section (lAB) as so renumbered, for the words,^ 
brackets and figures "WiiJi effect from the commencement of the 
salary, Allowances and Pension of Members of Parliament (Amend¬ 
ment) Act, 1988, there shall be paid a pension of five bundled 
rupees”, the following .shall be substiiLued. rimnely: —

Tile Joint I'aiTiamonl Cuinmitlco to sug'gt't>t facilities and remmiera' 
lion for Members oi: Parliament and ilie Joint Committee on Sajlaries 
and Allowances of Members of Parliament have made a number of re¬ 
commendations for increasing the allowances and facilities of Members 
of Parliament. Some of the recommendations have been accepted by the 
Government. It is accordingly proposed tc amend the Salary, Aliovvences 
and Pension of. Members of Parliament Act, 1954 to provide for— 

(i) secretarial allowance of Rs. 2,5C0 per month in lien of the 
existing office e.-tpeiise allowance of Rs. pOOD per month; 

(ii) free postage stamps of R 0 . GjOOO per annum to each Member 
of Parliament; 

fiii) (a) proportionate pension to ex-Members of P'arliament 
who have served as Members between two and four years at the 
rate of Rs- 350 par month for each completed jear which will com¬ 
prise of the period more than six months; 

(b) increase in the amount of pension from Rs. 500 per month 
to Rs. 1,000 per month for a period of five years to a spouse or 
dependent of a Member of Parliament who dies during his term of 
office; 

(tv) to enable a Member of Parliament to claim daily allowance 
if he has participated in the proceedings' of the House but has not 
signed the register, if the Presiding Officer condones his not signing 
the register. 

2, The Bill seeks to achieve the above objeds.

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FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 

Claiistis 2, 3 and 4 uf Die B‘.I1 seeks to amend various pi'ovisions of the 
Act to provide for— 

(i) secretarial allowance of Rs., 2,500 per month in lieu of the 
existing office expense allowance of Rs. 1,000 per month; 

(ii) free postage stamps of Rs. 6,000 per annum to each Memtaei 
of Parliament; 

(iii) (a) proportionate pension to the former Members ol^ 
Parliament who have served as Members between two and four years 
at the rate of Rs. 350 per month for each completed year which will 
comprise of the pediod more than six months;
